CHICAGO, Sept. 10—Ride owners of 
Chicago have formed an organization 
known as the Amusement Ride Owners’ 
Association, Inc.. for the development of 
a higher standard of efficiency and 
ethics In theit business. Twenty-three 
out of a possible 26 ride owners of 
the city are charter members and the 
officers are W. O. Brown, president: 
Michael Doolan, Charlies Miller and 
Patsy Potenza, vice-presidents; John A. 
Toffel, secretary, and James Kane, 
trearurer. 

Announcement sent from the associa- 
tion's headquarters, at 2034 Lincoln 
avenue, states tnat the support of all 
those favoring clean amusement free 
from grift and graft is desired, and 
members have pledged themselves not 
to tolerate anything but perfectly lega! 
stores working in conjunction with 
rides. They also purpose to fight to 
eet straight merchandise wheels legal- 


Secretary Toffel states that in the 
part ride owners have been compelled 
to obtain permission from aldermen in 
the different wards to operate. In the 
last two weeks they have won two test 
sults in which the courta ruled the 
aldermen had been acting illegally, and 
the ride owners, under the licenses 
granted them, can play anywhere in Ch!- 
cago without interference They are 
seeking the co-operation of fair secre- 
taries and othets interested in clean 
concessions to interest their representa- 
tives in the legislature ‘n legalizing 
merchandise wheels Anyone in any 
way connected with outdoor show busi- 
ness is eligible to associate member- 
ship and is being urged to join. The 
board cf directors consists of the officers 
and Louls Keller, Bonjamin A. Samuels, 
Charles Farquharson, Robert Hughey 
and Harry Mamsch.

For Minnesota State Fair 


Morris &% Castle Midway Receipts Exceed All Previous Years— 
Entertainment Features Hold Prominent Spot—Conditions in 
Northwest Steadily Improving 


HAMLINE, Minn., Sept. 9.—With a total 
attendance of 453,634, which represents 
& gain of 10,887 over last year, and profits 
estimated at $12,000 to $15,000 ahead of 


1927, the Minnesota State Fair and 
Northwest Dairy and Live-Stock Ex- 
hibition closed last night in a very 


satisfactory manner. 

The Morris & Castle Shows, on the 
midway, also report receipts in excess of 
all previous years. This is the fourth 
time that Morris & Castle have provided 
the carnival attractions for the Minne- 
sota State Fair, and each day's business 
this year was ahead of previous years. 

Altho the preliminary figures on at- 
tendance and profits probably will be 
amended somewhat after the official 
count has been confirmed in about a 
week, President William F. Sanger and 


other fair officials expressed themselves 
as highly gratified over the outcome. 

Improved conditions thru this part of 
the country had a good deal to do with 
the gratifying outcome of this year's 
fair. Bankers report their institutions 
in a more healthy status than they have 
been in quite a while. As in the case 
of Western Canada, this territory has 
been lifting itself out of a post-war 
depression. The improvement is ex- 
pected to continue without interruption 
and the country should be back to 
normal within the next three years or 
so, according to the bankers and busi- 
mess men of the Northwest. 

Altho the Minnesota State Fair has 
the reputation of being one of the most 
evenly balanced annual exhibitions of

Redpath-Horner’s “Tommy” Company 


Gives Open-Air Performance at Fair 


Drama-hungry citizens of Ord, Neb., 
found a way to satisfy some of their 
longing during the recent annual fair in 
that community. Passing up the usual 
run of outdoor feature attractions pre- 
sented at agricultural exhibitions, the 
people of Ord appealed to the Redpath- 
Horner Chautauqua, and succeeded in 
booking tne Broadway comedy success, 
Tommy, as the principal amusement fea- 
ture of the fair. When the Tommy Com- 
pany arrived at the grounds, they found 
it would have to present the play on 
a bare platform, which was at least 50 
feet from the grand stand, where the re- 
served seats were. 

There were no footlights, no place to 


hang scenery, no curtain, no dressing 
rooms; in fact, nothing but the “great 
open spaces”. 

Was the cast discouraged It was not! 
Fran Heyser, the stage manager, and 
Robert W. Strauss, the business manager, 
consulted the fair officials, who told 
them that they could have anything they 
wanted in the way of material and labor. 

By noon some microphones, with 
the loud-speaker horns, were installed. 
Anyone in the grand stand, bleachers or 
anywhere on the fairgrounds could hear 
perfectly. 

Footlights and border lights with rude 
tin shades were all placed. Uprights

Salacious Play Cast Arrested 
Tho Show Was Set To Fold Up 


“Night Before” a Flop and Notices Already Given When Brooklyn 
Authorities Acted—Stage Leaders Incensed at Allegedly Un- 
necessary Move—May Launch Investigation 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—The action of 
the Brooklyn authorities last Friday 
night in arresting 10 players of The 
Night Before Company at Werba's 
Brooklyn Theater, on charges of giving 
an indecent and immoral performance, 
despite the fact that the show was *% 
flop and was to close the following 
night, has aroused the theatrical pro- 
fess‘on to arms that take the form of a 
definite movement against further police 
action under such circumstances. 

The show was a sure flop. Notices 
had been given the company that the 
production would be abandoned on Sat- 
urday night, and business had been so 


meager that salaries had to be paid from 
the bond deposited with Equity. 
Notwithstanding this, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Joseph V. Gallagher, who 
attended the Friday night show in com- 
pany with a detective, two stenographers 
and a squad of plain clothes men, or- 
dered the arrest. Ten members of the 
cast and the theater manager were he!d 
overnight because it was too late for 
them to arrange bail thru Equity. The 
next day they were given a hearing and 
each held in $200 bail for another hear- 
ing on Wednesday. Seven members of 
the company were not arrested, since it

President Thomas Bradshaw 
Gelivered the closing address and a salvo 
of aerial bombs and rockets marked the 
finale.

Theater, where best orchestra seats 
sell for $88 and $10 during the winter 
opera season, is now selling these same 
locations for 20 cents, under a new 
policy instituted by Manager Joe 
Estrada, to combat the general hard 
times and lack of money in Havana. 

The innovation is called the The- 
atrical Ten-Cent Company, with the 
balcony seats selling for a dime and 
the gallery for a nickel. 

A good show is given for the money, 
the program including a newsreel, a 


comedy film, a Cuban jazz band, 
dancers, singers, comedians, pan- 
tomists and an ensemble. 


The house is doing a land-office 
business. 


Wintz Expanding 
Road Activities 


Acquires “Wooden Kimono’? — 
Plans Another “Vagabond 
King” 

George E. Wintz, whose production of 
The Vagabond King opened Monday 
night at Lancaster, Pa. to a sold-out 
house, has acquired the rights to the 
popular mystery play, The Wooden 
Kimono, which opens in Albany, and is 
booked for 41 weeks’ city time. After 
Albany, the company will play Rochester, 
Buffalo and Toronto, and the tour will 
include all the week stands in the North, 
with a possible tour to the Northwest 

in the early spring. 

This marks the first dramatic produc- 
tion that Wintz has sent on tour. His 
Vagabond King is now routed for 40 
weeks, and reports along the route in- 
dicate big business. He has retained 
most of the origiral people in the cast, 
selected from the New York, Chicago and 
Boston companies, with the original 
New York scenic production and cos- 
tumes. A full orchestra is carried. So 
urgent has been the demand for return 
engagements in the large city stands for 
The Vagabond King that Wintz has sent 
out a call for principals and ensemble 
members who have previously appeared 
in original companies of this piece, and 
he contemplates launching another com- 
pany within the next four weeks. 

Wintz also is busy casting his Rio Rita, 
which starts its tour of 42 weeks on Oc- 
tober 8, with a company of 91. In point 
of expense, Rio Rita will stand Wintz a 
large investment, but in view of the 
popularity of this musical play, he en- 
tertains no doubt as to the financial re- 
turns. It is am expensive piece to cast, 
but even with a heavy pay roll and a 
large production, requiring three cars, he 
feels that he has an undisputed winner 

In November Wintz will make his bow 
as a producer of metropolitan entertain- 
ment, for shortly after election he will 
raise the curtain on his own revue, the 
debut of which will take place in Atlan- 


tic City. Philadelphia will next see the 
new Wintz show, and then the company 
will be moved to Chicago for a run in 


one of the Erlanger houses. The cast of 
the new Wintz revue (as yet unnamed) 
will contain several stars of international 
repute, and possibly several European 
names. 

Wintz retains Clem T. Schaefer as his 
general business manacer and treasurcr 
with Maurice Fulcher as his supervising 
publicity representative. Wintz estimates 
that by November 10 he will have a 
little over 300 poople on his pay rolls.

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Local No. 1 Sets New Record; 
Strike Averted in New York 


Stage Employees’ Union Establishes Seven-Hour Day, for First Time 
in History of Organized Labor—New Wage Scale Boosts 
Pay in Legit.—Vaudeville Situation Still Unsettled 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8—Local No. 1, of the International Alliance of Theatrical 
Stace Employees and Moving Picture Operators of the United States and Canada, 
today announced a victory that establishes a new time scale for lager in this 


country and Canada. 


It consists of a seven-hour day for shop work, and is the 


first labor organization in any field to less¢n the usual eight-hour period. The 


time runs from 9 a.m. until 12:30 and 
from 1 until 4:30 o'clock. This an- 
nouncement was made at a mass meet- 
ing held at 11 a.m. today at the Enights 
of Columbus Club-Hotel, this city. 

It was definitely deciced at this meet- 
ing that there would be no strike in 
New York legit. theaters. Up to this 
morning, there was a strong impression 
that the Broadway houses would be 
closed. When the new agreement was 
presented to the meeting, however, it 
was accepted, thus averting a walkout. 

By the terms of the new agreement, 
the following changes will be made im- 
mediately in the wage.scale: In the 
legit. theaters, the heads of departments 
will be raised $7.50, thus bringing their 
weekly stipend to $82.50. Assistants will 
also have a $7.50 boost, making their 
new salary $72.50. A $6 raise will be 
given to extra men, thus making their 
pay $54. The Sunday scale will vary, ex- 
tra men being paid 75 cents per show. 
In the shop, overtime will be increased 
25 cents an hour, in addition to the 
adoption of the seven-hour day. 

The committee representing Local No. 
1 in this matter consisted of Joseph 
Meenolia, Julius Dennenberg, James 
Bass, George McLaughlin and William E. 
Monroe. 

The vaudeville situation, however, has 
not n settled. The union committee 
will confer again with the vaudevi'le ex- 
ecutives. This committee consists of 
James McDowell, Thomas McGovern, 
Harry Sherran and the executive board. 


OTHER STRIKE SETTLEMENTS 

CHICAGO, Sept. 8—The walkout of 
musicians in Chicago houses was ended 
early Friday morning after representa- 
tives of the contending parties had 
spent 25 hours in conference. Both 
sides made some concessions and a con- 
tract for the ensuing year was signed. 
Musicians went back to work in all 
houses yesterday.

Harry Rogers Sues 
Over Billy House 


Comedian and Shuberts Named 
as Defendants .in Alleged 
Contract Jumping 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.— Harry Rogers 
Chicago agent and producer, is bringing . 
action tomorrow in the Supreme Court 
of the State of New York, White Plain: 
against the Shuberts and Billy House 
comedian. The case is officially entered 
as Harry Rogers’ Theatrical Enterprise: 
Inc., plaintiff, against Wm. H. Comstock 
(Billy House), the Shubert Theater Cor. 
poration and J. «. Shubert, defendents 
Richard J. Mackey, of O’Brien, Malevins. 
ky & Driscoll, and Lyman Hess are th: 
attorneys for Rogers, and William Kiein 
will represent the Shuberts. In his pa- 
pers Rogers asks for an injunction re- 
straining House from jumping his con- 
tract and thereby appearing in a forth. 
coming Shubert production. It is 
sworn: “In 1923 Rogers sicned Hours 
and his wife on a three-year contract 
at $150 a week, guaranteeing 40 weeks 
Later House and his wife separated, re- 
suiting in & new oontract between the 
former and Rogers, by which House was 
placed under a five-year contract, 
wherein he was to receive $150 a week 
up to September, 1024; $175 unti! Sep- 
tember, 1925; $200 until September, 
1927. and 6250 until September, 1928, 
with a 40-week guarantee.” 

In 1927 Rogers spent more than $5,000 
getting up @ new act titled Resolutions, 
which was bullt around House, and 
booked ft. When it played the Palace 
New York, inst July, J. J. Shubert and 
Arthur Lyons saw it and the latter sent 
for Rogers, regarding House. The act. 
however, still had 35 weeks’ more book- 
ing. Lyons offered $650 with a 30-week 
guarantee and at a subsequent meeting 
with J. J. Shubert this was raised to 
e900, but the plaintiff wanted 61,100. 
At another session attended by 
Shubert, Simons, Lyons, Rogers 
House, Shubert offered $1,000, but 
barred any talkie rights. Then he atked 
for an assignment of the contract with 
House with $30,000, payable at #250 
a week when House worked. Rogers 
held out for §€30,000 cash 

When Rogers showed that he wes un- 
willing to negotiate, Shubert stated, ac- 
cording to the papers, that he deal d!- 
rectly with House, to which assertion 
Rogers replied that he would apply for 
an injunction. The following day House 
sata he had, signed with the Shuberts, 
and about two weeks later, after offcr- 
ing to buy his release, refused to go 
with the act to Baltimore. mying he 
had to appear in New York at a Shu- 
bert rehearsal the week of August 20.

“Our trip abroad was a delightful suc- 
cess,” said Benton. ““We not only had 
the pleasure of. witnessing some splendid 
performances, but gained a good knowl- 
edge of European theater methods and 
technique that will be very valuable 
Theaters of all kinds were visited: Opera, 


drama, musical comedy, revues and 
vaudeville, or variety, as it is called over 
there. “We saw s0 many excellent 


things that it would be hard to make a 
comparison Owing to the different types 
of performances. However, in the dif- 
ferent fields, I might mention the Paris 
opera, where we heard Samson and De- 
lila as topping the list in opera, tho we 
saw some fine performances of opera in 
Munich, Vienna, Nuremberg and Brus- 
sels. In Brussels. by the way, the best 
seats can be had for an equivalent of 
$1.05 in American money. We saw a 
wonderful performance of Cavalleria 
Rusticana there. In Munich we saw a 
gorgeous performance of Parsifal. 

In light opera and musical comedy, 
The Duchess of Chicago, at the Theater 
on der Wien, Vienna, was easily the best. 
This famous oid theater gave birth to 
the school of light opera of the so- 
called Viennese type that has been the 
model for authors and composers for 
25 years. The Merry Widow, The Waltz 
Dream, The Waltz Kiss and most of the 
Strauss and Lehar operettas were origi- 
nally produced here. The Duvhess of 
Chicago is a great hit and I understand 
will be seen in New York this coming 
season 

“Of the comedies, Marie Tempest in 
Passing Plumpton Road, at the Critericn 
London, pleased us most, while Max 
Reinhardt’s production of our own suc- 
cess, Burlesque, called Artisten, in Ber- 
lin, was done I think even a little better 
than the original production by Arthur 
Hopkins. At Salzburg we had a most 
delightful three-day visit and saw the 
opening performance of Schiller’s The 
Robber by the Max Reinhardt company 
in the historic old Palace. Here we met 
Morris Guest, John Emerson, Olin How- 
land and a host of Americans prominent 
in the theater. By the way, Olin How- 
land’s exhibit of paintings in.

Heavy Traffic is one of those psuedo- 
wise. wicked and pretending plavs, gen- 
erally classed as “smart”, so carried away 
by its pretenses that it turns in its 
tracks and flounders when a tiny pin- 
prick releases the inflation. Not that 
this Arthur Richman sweetrmeat is alto- 
gether indicestible. It has its moments 
The chief diffienltv is. however. that they 
are all crowded into the first act and 
after that ‘t is nothing more than & 
strained and bawky attempt to be bril- 
Mant. It always is superficial. 

As is usually the case with plays of 
this ilk, the dialog is a succession of 
forced epigrams, and while some of them 
are worthy of a chortle, the ureater part 
are palling and not a little awry. Rich- 
man has so completely overburdened the 
flimsy texture of his play with gaudy 
language that it is not sufficiently stable 
to carry it. Not that it matters a great 
deal Heavy Traffic is one of those 
pieces of fluff that concerns an abso- 
iutely artificial group of no-goods. each 
one of whom has been blessed with a 
wit that would do fustice to an Oscar 
Wilde, but who is of little interest to 
anyone except himself. 


Heavy Traffic starts like a whirlwind 
and ends like a puff. The author has 
overdone himself in the first act, which 
is replete with brittle dialog, but he 
has been unable to matiritain the pace. 
Could he have done so the show would 
have been a riot, for Charles Frohman 
(Gilbert Miller) has given the piece an 
artistic production, and the cast hardly 
could be better. As it stands, Heary 
Traffic may get a play from the would- 
be sophisticates, but even they will find 
it no more than mildly interesting. None 
of the characters convey the illusion of 
being cleverly immoral, but it is more 
than evident that all are unmoral. The 
author has gilded tin with gold and at- 
tempted to palm it off as a gem. 

However, it offers a semi-amusing eve- 
ning. even tho there are times when the 
characters bore everyone quite as much 
as they do each other. Rosalie West is 
a Park avenue matron with the morals 
of an amoeba, who spends most of her 
time carrving on affairs with numb- 
witted males, who have more time on 
their hands then brains. Her most re- 
cent is a young Italian pianist. All this 
is done with the full knowledge of her 
nincompoop husband, who cares. little, 
since he has long ceased to love her and. 
at any event, it allows him more time 
for his clubs. 


Things go along smoothly enough until 
said husband falls in love with the young 
pianist’s sister. He begs his oversexed 
wife for a divorce. but she, being per- 
fectly satisfied with easy living, bluntly 
refuses Finally he hires a detective. 
who obtains evidence of her staying at 
a hote] with the pianist. The husband 
prepares to start suit for the divorce. so 
that he may marry the Italian girl, but 
when he apprises her of the nature of 
his evidence she tells him that such a 
scandal would ruin her brother He 
relents and tells his wife that they will 
continue as before.

His 
words are inarticulate and he might well 
be the personification of the “hot potato 
in the mouth” simile. Jean Dixon shows 
to advantage as a sister husband-cheater 
and Robert Strange is well cast as a 
love-smitten broker and cast off amour 
of Mrs. West. Herbert Belmore is an 
unusually capable butler. 

Bertram Harrison in his cirection has 
done everything possible to give sus- 
tained weight to the weak story and, all 
things considered, he has done well. The 
single setting of Sointu Syrjala is in ex- 
cellent taste.

Productions like this one are few and 
far between. Here is something of wh'ch 
the American theater may well be proud 
and, even tho the season be in the in- 
fant stage, it is a play that certainly will 
be a contender for the year’s prizes. 
Machinal is a triumph for all concerned. 
Seldom has a more cruel and unrelent- 
ing drama been presented on Broadway 
and if it fails for want of support, 
which is not at all unlikely, the theater 
may consider itself as faced with a 
serious indictment. 


So sincerely delicate has been the 
handling of the tremendous theme 
behind it, so cruelly beautiful its mes- 
sage, that even the most cutting of its 
thorns is soothed by the truth behind 
it Machinal was neither written nor 
produced for the masses. No compro- 
mises have been made in the interests 
of the box office; it is stark and cold, 
yet passionate and fearlese 


The know-it-alls along Broadway 
have had it that the play was based on 
the lurid Snyder-Gray Case. There is a 
hint of it in the theme, but it is only 
of the vaguest nature, and while that 
e-nsational tragedy may have suggested 
Machinal, it did no more. There is 
nothing lurid or shoddy about this So- 
phie Treadwell play. Her principal char- 
ac‘er is never base nor controlled by her 
animalistic nature Rather is she an 
aesthetic soul, crushed by the merciless 
clogs of a standardized world, who, when 
she seeks a way out, is throttled and 
kicked by the prejudices and falsity of 
her surroundings 


Machinal is episodic in construction 
Ten scenes carry a young woman from 


her place as stenographer in a commer- 
cial establishment, where she is a vi- 
vacious, misunderstood, beauty-seeking 
gir', to an ignominious death as « mur- 
deress, all because she has been tram- 
pled upon and broken by the false 
standards and boorish pride of the 
world 


n the episodes between, she is stifled 
by 4 well-in‘entioned but selfish and 
unsympathetic mother, chided by an 


ignorant, kindly, but supreme bore of 
a husband, both of whom are blinded by 
false conceptions of truth, honesty and 
beauty. 

The opening episode is in the com- 
mercial establishment. Much of the 
basis of the play and the reasons for 
the psychological reactions of the girl 
are due to the deft expressionism used 
in the scene. The very souls of her of- 
fice associates are gr‘pped by the insidi- 
ous air of standardization that perme- 
ates their lives. She seeks a way out 
Her employer has asked her hand and 
in marrying him she feels she may be 
freed of her bondage. Even her mother 
fails to understand the desires that drive 
her, and when her advice on the mar- 
riage is asked, the mother is satisf ed 
when assured the future son-in-law will 
look after her wants. 

The girl marries. The third episode 
is in their hotel room, the first night 
of the honeymoon. It is not long before 
she is brought to the crue] realization 
that the man she has married is inher- 
ently an animal, a supreme egotist with 
no delicate qualities, but carried away 
by his misplaced conception of the im- 
portance of his place in the general 
scheme of things. She realizes that she 
has become more of a slave than ever. 
She has a child, altho it is against her 
desire, in the hope of breaking the 
shackles—it is only another chain. 

After six years of drudgery, misun- 
derstandings and choked desires, she 
meets another man. She goes to his 
room. They become intimate. She has 
found joy and beauty: she is happy 
and yet—her boor of a husband remains 
a@ stone around her neck. Her lover, dur- 
ing their first meeting, has told her 
of being captured by Mexican bandits 
and escaping only after he had killed 
two of them, by striking them with « 
bottle filled with little stones. Inno- 
cently, he adds: “To kill a man is not 
so difficult—especially with a bottle 
filled with little stones.” 


Expressionism again is brought into 
play to show the workings of this sim- 
ple phrase on her delicate mind. She 
kills her husband. 

The first episode of the second act is 
the courtroom. It is a masterpiece of 
cruel satire, showing, without relief, the 
insipid workings of so-called justice, the 
superficial desire to determine the rea! 
cause of things and the unsympathetic 
attitude of the law. She is found guilty 
and sentenced to die. 

Wilted and bewildered, she spends 
her last minutes praying with the priest 
She knows not why. Her life has been a 
continual hell—and now they are going 
to punish her. She explains that in 
all her life she bas gained but one 
supreme minute of freedom and joy—for 
that she must die. They lead her out. 

The final scene is played in the dark. 
No characters are seen. The intona- 
tions of the priest are heard, as are the 
remarks of the witnesses and the activi- 
ties of the guards. The clanking of the 
electrodes is heard. She screams. The 
Stage becomes saturated with beautiful 
lights; they grow brighter—she has found 
her peace. 

Hats off to Arthur Hopkins! His in- 
telligent and sympathetic handling of 
Machinal is a superb achievement that 
is certain to place American theater art 
on a still higher plane. It is an unsel- 
fish and powerful work. 

The work of Zita Johann is little shor: 
of great. Carrying almost the entire 
burden of the play, she runs the gamut 
of the emotions with restrained and 
beautiful acting, never overplaying and 
never being more nor less than the be- 
wildered character to which she gives 
breath 

George Stillwell, as the husband, is 
fine. He has grasped every ounce of the 
biting satire, the tragic shallowness of 
his commercial egotist and commanded 
such attention that his performance 
easily is outstanding. 

The rest of the large cast has little 
more than bits to do, but all are doe 
with such artistry that each is a distinc? 
essential to the finished whole. Every 
member of the cast is capable. 


Robert Edmond Jones has instituted 
a new system of settings, working with 
a single plane and molding it to the 
requirements of the many episodes 
Much force has been added to the play 
by the settings and the freedom they 
give in working out the enormous pro- 
portions of the story.

Good Boy is a smash that takes its 
place as the first musical comedy hit of 
the season and offers a high mark for 
the later arrivals to shoot at. Paced at 
breakneck speed, brimful of novelties 
and revolutionary developments for the 
handling of scenic effects, played by an 
unusually satisfactory cast, it marks a 
new step in the progress of American 
musical shows. 


And yet with all its striking scenic 
effects, its attempts to be different. 
Good Boy could, and should, be a far 
better show. It undoubtedly will be 
before many moons have passed. As 1s 
the case with at least 90 per cent of 
all song and dance entertainments, the 
book is weak and not even the experi- 
enced talents of such master hands as 
Ot'o Harbach, Oscar Hammerstein I 
and Henry Myers have been able to do 
anything with it. 


It is very evident that little attention 
was given this end of the production, 
and what slender and hokish thread of 
a story is woven was built to fit the 
requirements of the scenery To be 
sure, the treadmill arrangements for the 
latter, by which some of the qualities 
of the motion picture screen are brought 
to the stage, are interesting, effective 
and not a little startling. With the 


added background of an effective story 
the result would have been superb. 
There is no doubt jsut thet Arthur 
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Hammerstein deserves the thanks and 
the support of the theater-going pub- 
ec; and he will get it. Good Boy is 
excellent entertainment. Thanks to his 
«periments with moving scenery, he 
yas laid the basis for a new form of 
entertainment that holds wide possi- 
pilities. Good Boy is an expressionistic 
musical comedy revue, 

Certainly the scenic investures are the 
most interesting features of the show. 
The book is trite, the music ordinary 
and the lyrics undistinctive. But even 
«o the handling of the scenery is so 
smple and the effect so startling that 
tt is all the more wonder it has not 
been tried previously. In Good Boy the 
actors move On and off the stage on a 
treadmill going in one direction while 
the setting is moving in the opposite 
direction on a second treadmill. There 
js nothing lavish about the scenery, and 
most of it is nothing more than 
cutouts of simple design and construc- 
tion. Yet the effect is continuous, and 
in those places where a breach is evi- 
dent because of stage limitations the 
motion picture has been brought into 
play. 

Even such interesting features as new 
scenic developments, however, become 
palling when overdone, and that is a 
flaw in this Hammerstein show. The 
first act sags badly in the middle, 
largely because of too much and 
too little book. The best talent in the 
show has little to do, altho the second 
act picks up and is perfect as it stands. 


As far as the playing honors are con- 
cerned, Charles Butterworth contributes 
the most distinguished work. If there 
ever has been ahy doubt about the 
artistry of this comico-tragic clown or 
his ability to carry a part, it is dis- 
pelied by his playing in Good Boy. Here 
is an artist worthy of the name, who 
embodies the pathos and simple futility 
of a great comedian. Butterworth is an 
actor of the first water and his current 
assignment is a tremendous step for- 
ward in a@ career that is certain to land 
him among the select few at the top of 
the ladder. It is a weakness of Good 
Boy that he has not been given more 
to do, especially in the first act. 


Too much of the burden of the play 
has been vested in Eddie Buzzell. He 
does all that is humanly possible to 
carry the weight, but it is a terrific 
handicap and he is only mildly success- 
ful. The requirements of both book 
and scenery disallow any other possibil- 
ity, but the fact remains that Good Boy 
would be a far better show if the 
material were more evenly distributed. 

Helen Kane, a graduate of the motion 
picture palaces, is the second highlight 
of the show and, with Butterworth 
leaves the most lasting impression. She 
is Certain to be listed among the “things 
to see in New York”, and her singing of 
I Wanna Be Loved (the only potential 
song hit of the show) is about the 
cutest and most fetching morsel along 
Broadway. 


Barbara Newberry is an effective in- 
genue. Her dancing contributes some 
of the brightest moments in the eve- 
ning, and her handling of lines shows 
great improvement over last season. 
Evelyn Bennett shows progress as a 
comedienne, and her dancing is as 
inimitable as ever. She serves as the 
major foil for Butterworth, and while. 
85 & whole, her work as such is satis- 
factory, there are times when her 
jumpy and terse delivery fails to allow 
for the subtle effect of his drollery. 


It is hard to imagine Dan Healy as a 
Villain, and he really never gets the 
illusion over, thanks to his unusual 
ingratiating personality. Healy is a 
distinct asset to Good Boy and his 
dancing is seen to excellent advantage. 
Borrah Minevitch is on hand with his 
harmonica gang and they stop the show 
cold during the second act. It would 
‘ppear from this that this specialty 
might be better spotted, for under the 
present arrangement it holds up the 
Proceedings almost to the point of 
irritation and it takes some time for 
things to get going again. @ 

Busby Berkeley has done a great job 
With the dances, and the doll number 
done on the treadmills by the girls is 
the most strikingly staged dance num- 
her in town. Due credit must also be 
iver Herbert Stothart for the pic- 
turesque incidental music with which 
he has endowed the show Reginald 
Hammerstein deserves commendation for 
his staging of the book 

John Wenger has done well by the 
many settings, and his revolving scene 
for the first-act finale reaches a new 
mark in novelty.

Straying from the more commercial 
fields of Gertie and My Son, Gustav 
Blum delves into the realms of psy- 
chology and pathology with The Phan- 
tom Lover. The result cannot be termed 
successful, altho the play, as a piece of 
writing. deserves to be described as 
interesting 

This Georg Kaiser play, a current suc- 
cess in Germany, is too stilted and 
ethereal for Broadway, however much it 
may have impressed the analytical 
minds of the Teutons. Undoubtedly a 
good percentage of the play's force has 
been lost in the process of translation, 
more has been wasted thru incapable 
direction, and what was left has been 
weakened by mediocre playing. 

It would be hard to say just where 
most of the blame lies. Certainly Kaiser 
has hit upon an excellent theme for 
Psychological research It is evident, 
moreover, ‘hat the pjay, as such, has 
merit. The difficulty is that those re- 
sponsible for interpreting the unusual 
and delicate fabric of theme have not 
been able to grasp it themselves. 

Kaiser's play deserves a better fate 
than has been thrust upon it. True, the 
piece has evident flaws and, even if 
given the benefits of an expert pro- 
duction, would find hardly more than 
& limited public. .Yet only the most 
deft of directors and casts could begin 
to do jus ice to the theme. Since such 
is not the cate with the current pro- 
duction it misses fire, sputters and dies 
without the relieving gesture of even u 
final gasp. 

The Phantom Lover starts out to be 
the cleverest comedy of the year, but 
just when it is making a little headway 
the signals are set against it and the 
action is switched to sentimental drama, 
only to be shunted a third time into a 
more or less abortive attempt at sym- 
bolism. None of them ever reach their 
destination, altho any one of them 
might have if given a clear track. 

Catherine is a starry-eyed young 
French miss who has been religiously 
brought up by her uncle, Monsieur 
Coste (who possesses one of the most 
honored names in all France), and 
Madame Jattefaux. Her every moment 
has been watched that she might not 
fall into the pitfalls of evil. There is 
something to worry about, therefore, 
when Catherine gives birth to a child. 
She names a French army officer as the 
father, but when he is confronted with 
the charge swears that he has neva 
seen the girl before. 

It develops later that his story is true. 
A poor butcher boy is the real father 
of the child and, what is more, he was 
enticed by Catherine. All is explained, 
however, when it is revealed that Cath- 
erine is an oversentimental creature 
who was overcome by fascination for the 
young lieutenant, whom she had seen 
three times in one day while he was 
in her town for a few hours. They had 
never spoken, but so intense was the 
attraction for the officer that during 
that night, when the butcher boy 
sneaked into the house for his regular 
rendezvous with a scullery maid, Cath- 
erine lured him into her room, imagin- 
ing him to be her dashing lover. 

It so happens that the officer really 
does fall in love with Catherine, and 
when the butcher boy resorts to black- 
mail in order to hold his silence the 
lieutenant kills him rather than have 
the girl disillusioned. They, of course, 
are happy forever after. 

The Phantom Lover is talkridden. In 
fact. the action is nothing but a suc- 
cession of conferences that rehash the 
story of this love affair until it becomes 
tiresome and irritating. Herman Bern- 
stein and Adolph E. Meyer have not 
improved matters with their translation. 

Romney Brent, as the butcher boy, 
stands head and shoulders above the 
other members of the cast. His playing 
always is intelligent and easy, and, tho 
he does not appear until the second act, 
his artful handling of a delicate role is 
the most dominating influence in the 
production. Edith Barrett is a perfect 
type for the part of the girl and she 
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has succeeded in catching the intense 
emotionalism of the character. If any- 
thing she is inclined to be a trifle too 
Starry-eyed, altho her performance un- 
doubtedly will be toned down with more 
playing. 

David Newell has only his appearance 
to recommend him. As the dashing 
officer he is a handsome figure, but his 
handling of lines is crude and weak. 
He is never convincing. In deference to 
him it must be said that his facial ex- 
pressions are excellent, and in his 
opening scenes with the girl's uncle he 
shows to the best advantage.

During the season just concluded, New York producers were working in a wave 
of economy as far as their productions were concerned, with the result that in 


many cases shows were offered either 
before they had been fully seasoned or 
else were presented to a critical public 
in an imadecuate condition. This point 
of view, however, is changing. Managers 
who had temporarily believed that the 
“accessories” had been overdone are now, 


upon analyzing the flops of 1927-28, 
swinging into the belief that some of 


these shows would have had longer runs 
if a sufficient sum had been spent on 
these details. 

While these producers still believe that 
“the play's the thing” and the playing 
of paramount importance, they also feel 
that such things as settings, if old or 
cheap or inexpert, will do much to set 
the audience in a humor that will not 
be advanteceous to the show proper; and 
the attractive sets wili have the opposite 
effect. For this reason, several of those 
managers who relegated such matters as 
settings to an inferior place in their 
plans will give more attention to them 
this season. 

One point stressed in such cases is the 
fact that so many of the failures were 
plays that had mo regulation sceni 
artist. A search of the season’s records 
shows that a larger number of plays 
than ever were put on without the sign- 
ing of a scenic artist union contract. 


This means that no sets were really 
designed or executed expressly for these 
productions, but that the storehouse 
drapes and various inexpensive tricks

trade were resorted to in order 
to keep down costs. That it proved to 
be false economy is indicated by the 
Significant fact that all but five of the 
plays offered without the customary co- 
operation of a recognized scenic artist 
were failures. 

The opiniqn of these managers is 
backed up by statistics which show that 
27 per cent of the failures in the dra- 
matic field consisted of plays that were 

ut on without a scenic artist. This 
numbered more than 30 of the 110 dra- 
matic flops. Most of these averaged be- 
tween two and three weeks’ duration. 
Seven of the 15 plays that were housed 
in Wallack’s Theater are among this 
number.

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American Dance Directors 
Wanted by English Producers 


Visiting British Showmen. Impressed by Originality and Efficiency 
of Broadway Directors, Are Negotiating for Their 
Services for Current Season 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.--There is an increasing dewpand for American musical 


comedy directors in England which is to have an ef 


ect on the Broadway field. 


according to certain performers and producers who have returned to this country 
after spending several weeks studying the theatrical situation in the various 


European centers. 

This sudden development is the result, 
it is pointed out, of the increasing in- 
terest on the part of the London theater- 
going public in American musical pro- 
ductions and in the difference in the 
methods of presenting such shows as 
compared with the English way. This is 
due to the outstanding American suc- 
cesses that have proved to be so popular 
in England. 

In one respect the pendulum has 
swung in the other direction during the 
last few years. This applies especially 
to the dance directors, in which con- 
siderable interest is evinced in the 
American representatives of this field. 
Only a few seasons ago Tiller set a new 
pace in group dance effects with his 
Tiller Girls, troupes of whom were soon 
engaged for nearly every wide-awake 
musical on Broadway. This was followed 
by the demand for other English systems 
and their adherents. Now, however, little 
is hearz regarding the name Tiller or any 
of his numerous disciples, but in’ its 
place such names as Markert are coming 
to the fore. While these names are more 
widely respected in New York than Lon- 
don, still reports are circulating there, 
Gue mainly to the favorable impression 
received by London producers who 
visited this country during the last few 
months. and it is evident that they will 
soon become as popular in England as 
they now are in the United States. 

Markert is one dance director who is 
wanted by English producers. It is like- 
ly that he will go to that country for a 
while later in the season. Tom Nip is 
another director in demand; and an at- 


tempt is now being made to entice 
Bobby Connolly and Chester Hale to 


spend more of their: time in England 
than at home. 


Arno’s Publicity for Gensler 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.--Lewis Gensler 
has made a distinctive publicity. move 
as a result of a recent tieup with Peter 
Arno, the cartoonist.

In Past Season Than in 1927 


“Scandals” Is Only Revue Among Top-Line Smash Hits in 
Last Two Years—Producers See Necessity for 
Return To Book Shows 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Producers tn the Broadway musical comedy field have 
been growing more and more certain that public taste is being surfeited with the 
svue type of musical show and that It is now swinging towards the book produc- 
won. This feeling started early in the year, but has never been so general'y accepted 


snd with such. complete conviction as it is now apparent 


~ strengthen this belief is based on the 
record of the number of hits, flops and 
‘ir-to-middlin’ musicals that were of- 
fered In the season just concluded, 
especially when compared with a similar 
count of the preceding year. 

The season just concluded, for in- 
stance, shows that only one musical show 
passed the 500 performances mark 4s 
compared with two In 1927. Ric Rita 
showed 504 times In 1928, whereas in the 
preceding year Sunny and The Vagabond 
King each passed the mark, the former 
doing 517 and the latter 508 perform- 
ances. : 

In the next hundred group, the years 
tie, for The Desert Song totaled 465 
performances for the past season and 
the Scandals did 432 for the preceding 
year. Last season, however, only two 
shows ran more than 300 performances. 
namely, My Maryland with 312 and Hit 
the Deck with 352; which is only half 
the number that played a similar length 
i» 1927. These were The Girl Friend 
vith 301, Countess Maritea with 321, 
Honeymoon Lene with 353 and Queen 
High with 367 showings 

These Broadway producers in both sea- 
sons had only one show in this smash-hit 
class as a revue. all others going in 
quite heavily for plot. This is Indicntive 
of the trend. and reflects the tendency 
and the policy that will be followed this 
season 

At the other end of the list. the past 
season did not fare s miserable in its 
flops. While the Greenwich Villagers 
made the low mark this past year for 
both seasons with five performances, 
nevertheless there were three shows, The 
White Sister, The Manhatters and the 
Opera Comique, that played only seven 
times the year before that. Only 11 
musicals in 1928 showed three weeks or 
less as against 13 in 1927: and only four 
Productions played between three weeks 
and 50 performances as against nine the 
preceding season. Between there and 
the high scores In 1928, there were two 
shows that gave between 50 and 75 show- 
ings against nine in 1927, seven between 
75 and 100 as against five. 11 between 
100 and 150 as against eight, five be- 
tween 150 and 200 as against seven. and 
seven between 200 and 300 in 1928 as 
against four in 1927.

About Drive For New Faces 


Promises Revolution in Character 


of Attractions on Circuit—$500 


Acts Working for Less Than $100 in Order To Get In, 
While Some Are Disguising Acts To Land Time 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10—The K-A-O 


act experts are in dead earnest about 


their announced desire to introduce a raft of “new faces” on the big time. Altho 


the official inauguration of the “new faces” 


campaign several weeks ago proved 


somewhat disappointing in results, developments in the booking office the past 
week indicate that the drive for new artistes, new material and old artistes in new 


vehicles is now well on its way and will 
be directly responsible for a revolution 
in the character of attractions playing 
the houses under the domination of 
Joseph P. Kennedy and his.associates. 
Performers have taken the cail for new 
faces and vehicles seriously and con- 
sequently preparations for showing dates 
have been marked by more attention to 


various details than heretofore. Acts 
that usually demand a minimum of 
$500, according te authentic sources, 


have been working the last several weeks 
under the #100 mark in order to get 
within the range of bookers on the out- 
look for the new and unusual in artistes 
and vehicles. This tendency to aim for 
local dates has caused a shortage ‘of 
spots in the houses generally covered 
by office men. Standard acts booked for 
dates opening a month hence in the Mid- 
Western and Southern houses are find- 
ing it difficult as a result of this state 
of affairs to fill in their brief layoffs 
with dates in town. 

While no aggressive effort is being 
made by the K-A-O office to save house 
expenses by using the “new faces” acts 
working at great cuts, so phenomenal has 
been the response of the “new faces” 
that for certain houses in this area the 
task of getting good shows at bargain 
money is an easy one these days. 

Quite a number of old acts and also 
perfurmers who have been working for 
the K-A-O office for years are trying to 
wedge themselves into the “new faces” 
ranks by either putting out the old acts 
iu slightly changed dress or—as in the 
case of two act«—working straight in- 
stead of in comedy character and vice 
versa. The K-A-O act experts are not 
being hoodwinked by the sleight-of-hand 
tactics since most of the disguised acts 
and faces are passably entertaining and 
are good buys for the money being paid 
for the “new faces” showing dates.

Chi, Still Paying 
Summer Salaries 


Outlook Poor From Vaudeville 
Perfcermers’ Angle — Managers 
Complaining About Business 


CHICAGO, Sept. 8. — With the new 
Season well under way, vaudeville acts in 
this territory are complaining bitterly 
of the low salaries that are being offered 

hem this fall. The word has gone out, 
they say, that summer salaries wil! re- 
main in effect until the middle of Oc- 
tober, and many are of the opinion that 
they will be held at the low mark in- 
definitely if the managers can get away 
with it. 

The rialto is crowded with vaudeville 
acts seeking bookings but holding out 
for the salaries they received last yéar, 
while they are offered much less. 

Agents and managers place the blame 
on unsettled business and industrial 
conditions im general, which they say 
have had the effect of reducing the 
revenues of the theaters to a point 
where in many cases there not only is 
no profit but an actual loss. They 
point to the large number of theaters 
in Chicago which are now In receivers’ 
hands. The ever-increasing demands 
of the unions also are cited as a reason 
for retrenchment. 

That something is wrong is evidenced 
in various ways. One South Side thea- 
ter that during the past year has played 
some headline acts is economizing by 
doubling its ushers as bellboys in an 
adjoining hotel. Another house that is 
being operated rent free can't draw suf- 
ficient business to pay its expenses. A 
local producer of vaudeville acts was 
for a while piloting a mall plane as a 
means of increasing his income. Several 
pretentious acts that have been prepar- 
ing to take the road have elther been 
dropped or are being stalled along be- 
cause of the uncertainty of bookings, 
and producers ere hopscotching about 
trying to keep the performers they have 
signed satisfied until bookings can be 
arranged.

NEW HORIZONS ARE OPENED t0? 
Broadway vaudeville agents with the ar- 
rival every week on steamers from abroad 
of showmen in possession of talent ex- 
change agreements with foreign agents 
and circuits. It was not long ago when 
agents seeking European engagements 
for artistes under their direction were 
forced to work thru a clique of offices 
which did business in their own terms. 
The popularizing influence of fast 
steamers and comparatively cheap ac- 
commodations and tales brought back by 
pioneer agents who scoured foreign fields 
and brought back gold has encouraged 
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many others to pack their steamer trunks 
and venture forth. As a result, at least 
3 score of agents of whom we know 
Personally have already made their 
journeys across the seas and are now 
getting to work with a vim. 

No longer do most of these individuals 
need to depend upon the whimsy of 
provincial bookers for dates. Tbey think 
in wider terms. Now, if there’s nothing 
doing in tne Middle West, in the East 
cr In the Southern houses, therelure Eng- 
land, Germany, France.and even Aus- 
tralia to be considered. Problems of 
distance have been solved by a pleasant 
trip and & comparatively small invest- 
ment. 

From now on—for the next season at 
least unless unlooked for complications 
arisé—there will be new problems as well 
AS new territory to be covered by the 
sing-and-dance exploiteers Several 
Months ago the V. M. P. A. thought it 
unusual to settle a contract dispute here 
for an English concern. It requires but 
an ordinary imagination to picture how 
frequent will be the occurrence of similar 
problems in the very near future. 

International talent exchange 
ments will involve the retention of law- 
yers with more technical experience than 
many of those now specializing in settling 
petty domestic squabbles in the profes- 
sion. 

A peculiar feature of the sudden estab- 
lishment of foreign relations ‘mongst 
agents ig that most of the boys tied up 
with the Britishers and Germans are 


plain, ordinary independents. It seems 
that in ipvading the foreign market the 
hall mark of K-A-O, Loew or Pantages 
franchises means less than the size sock 
¢ man wears. What a fine thing it 
will be if these agents, obviously out- 
lawed as salesmen by the major circuits, 
outsmart their hicher-cast colleagues in 
the agency racket with a phenomenal 
showing in their international contact 
work. 

THE DICTUMS HANDED down semi- 
officially by the big time, prohibiting 
agents from producing, and producers 
from agenting, are being disregarded as 
if they had never been issued. The 
midsummer lineup on paper, of certain 
offices as agents and others as producers, 
has proven so far to be a waste of that 
much paper and typewriter ribbon. The 
producers, particularly, are the greatest 
offenders. Offices in this category are 
agenting with a whirl of speed that 
eclipses their former efforts in this di- 
rection. The boys in the street char- 
acterize the theoretical setting up of 
agent-producer barriers (and thus far it 
has been only theoretical) as “just a 
lotta boloney.” Developments thus far 
prove that they are right. For the good 
of the New Era in vaudeville let us pray, 
brothers, that the recent observance of 
Labor Day marked the beginning of the 
end of this far-spread evil. It is up to 
Messrs. Kennedy, Ford and Murdock— 
and their associates—to put their thumbs 
down on the offenders

about 500 houses are wired to date. In- 
dications point to the fact that product 
is going to be ready far ahead of the 
theaters. 

£nd where is all the talkie product go- 
irg to be played, with only 500 theaters 
now equipped to book and play syn- 
chronized material? 

Electrical Research, according to the 
last word received, was not guaranteeing 
installations except beyond June 1. By 
that time the new season's programs for 
1929-"30 will be announced. 

It is possible the big companies with 
millions at stake will take some means 
of pepping up Electrical Research and 
other equipment houses on mass in- 
stallation in the shortest space of time. 


WITH M-G-M severing its connections 
with Charles McCarthy and Paramount 
planning to wipe out its road-show sub- 
sidiary, Individual Films, the $2 picture 
proposition, is beginning to look cadav- 
erous. When these two leaders of the 
field decide to curtail road shows, some- 
thing is on the horizon. M-G-M’s ex- 
periences have been costly outside of 
The Big Parade and Ben-Hur, and Para- 
mount has found that only a very few 
of its pictures, figuring the situation 
very sagely and not overestimating the 
value of certain specials, have been 
really adapatable for $2 runs. Beau 
Geste and Wings were its outstanding $2 
successes in recent years. 


During the past year Paramount has 
taken schedule road-show pictures and 
Made program specials out of them, with 
happy ‘results, while M-G-M has con- 
tinued with some near $2 pictures, such 
as Trail of ’98 Their latest, White 
Shadows in the South Seas, looks like a 
success as a road-show production, but 
the number of pictures at advanced ad- 
missions from M-G-M and Paramount in 
the future will not be so large that a 
special road-show department is required. 

Howard Dietz will handle road shows 
for M-G-M and Charles McCarthy will 
be in charge of those for Paramount. 

The great trouble with the road-show 
racket is that all the companies have 
been doing it to death, putting on 
Broadway $2 pictures that hardly passed 
for the better grade first runs.

appreciated. This makes about 30 loyal 
members who have written, expressing 
their faith in this organization and 
urging us to carry on. Fellows, if you 
only knew how a friendly letter once in 
a while helps, I believe that all of you 
would take a few minutes off and drop 
a line to this office. 


Just received a letter from a far-seeing 
actor, Oscar V. Howland, of the Allen 
Brothers’ Stock Company. He writes as 
follows: 

“As time goes on I find myself more 
and more interested in T. R. M. P. A.

I believe there are some 6,009 or 7,000 
persons employed by tent dramatic shows 
in the United States.* How easy it would 
be for each person to send in $1 with 
a little note wishing T. R. M. P. A. God- 
Speed in the battle we are going to be 
forced to engage in for the safety and 
protection of our great industry. How 
little this would be and yet how “big”. 
It would mean that we would have a 
reserve fund large enough to go into the 
field and really accomplish something 
for the tent-show world. It would mean 
that T. R. M. P. A. would be independ- 
ent. An up-and-at-'em, two-fisted. red- 
blooded piece of fightiig machinery. 
Just $1 from each of our fellow showmen 
and T. R. M. P. A would be assured of

“The very 
first step toward this end is play selec- 
tion. The Houston Little Theater will 
undertake to insure the quality of the 
plays beforehand. Contestants will not 
be restricted to the official play list. If 
@ group should desire to present a play 
not listed it may do so if the play-read- 
ing committee sanctions the play iteelf.” 


LITTLE THEATER OF MOSCOW 

The Weekly News Bulletin, published 
by the press section of the Society for 
Cultural Relations with Foreign Coun- 
tries, of Moscow, gives the following his- 
tory of the Little Theater of Moscow: 


“The State Acatiemic Little Theater is 
the oldest Russian Theater, having been 
founded 104 years ago. 

“By its tendency it is a theater of 
artistic truth and of realism It was 
never given over to pure aestheticism 

“The activity of the little theater was 
always based on service to public ideals 
in their different expressions and con- 


tents thru the various periods in Russian 
history. . 
“A study of the ideological paths 


traversed by the little theater might fur- 


nish the basis for a peculiar theory of 
the ups and downs in its artistic life, 
showing that such vicissitudes were 
intimate interlaced with analogous 
changes in the social iife of the coun- 
try. In view of this peculiar feature, 


c‘al ideas, the activity of the little thea- 
ter may justly be considered as a ‘fact 
of tremendous importance not only in 


the history of the Russian theater, but 
the history of entire Russian 
‘In Moscow there are two 
universities: the one on the Mokhovays 
nd the little theater.” South wsed to be 
the current saying in Russian society in 
*he "70s and "80s, and it was unquestion- 
ab ea yin. 

“The October Revolution opened up 


y a true 


= 
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a new era in the life of the little theater. 
Having retained its classical position 
during the first revolutionary years, 80 
to speak, maintaining a benevolent 
neutrality on the questions of social 
politics, the little theater subsequontly 
began timidly to feel for new paths and 
new themes, and in late years it has 
firmly taken up the path of service to 
contemporary life, thus taking a decisive 
step forward in the intricate process 
cf its tremendous and difficult internal 
evolution. 


“*The most interesting thing about 
this theater,’ said Lunartcharsky in re- 
gard to the little theater, ‘is that it 
compels discussion not only as a definite 
art, not merely as a talented and in- 
teresting show, but as a social factor, 
as a mirror reflecting in its own way 
the stirring images of our time.’ 

“From the classic plays thru Lunart- 
charsky and Smolin, to the modern play- 
wrights, Glebov, Tremev and Bill-Be- 
lotserkovsky, such has been the evolution 
in the repertoire of the little theater 
during the last 10 years. 

“The Bear's Wedding, Ivan Kozyr, The 
Granary, Steer to the Left, Velvet and 
Rags, Araktcheyev, Notre Dame de Paris, 
The Wayside Inn, Lyubov Yeroveye and 
finally 1917, such has been the repertoire 
of the little theater during the last sea- 
sons, and in eech of these plays was 
portrayed the theme of the political 
struggle, or the clash of classes, outlooks 
end interests, or finally the tragedy cf 
the individual who got out of touch 
with his environment. 

“In each new production of the little 
theater could be clearly seen the intricate 
evolution of the modern theme. the 
growing development of complex psycho- 
logical and ideological motives, and the 
enrichment of the theater with new 
artistic methods in the treatment of 
modern subjects. 

“Such are the principles upon which 
the little theater has dealt with the 
problems of its repertoire plans in the 
last seasons. 

“Along with plays by modern writers 
reflecting the contemporary events, the 
little theater stages also plays belonging 
to the classic repertoire. 

“In order to attract the rising genera- 
tion, the littie theater gives special 
matinee shows on Sundays and holidiys, 
the repertoire of which comprises both 
Russian and foreign plays. 

“The little theater has also a branch 
house tn the working-class district 
known as the Safonov Memorial Theater. 
The performances at the branch thea- 
ter are given dally by a full company 
of actors from the little theater, with 
strict observance of all the artistic and 
scenic requirements. As a mr‘%ter of 
fact, the material interests of this thea- 
ter are sacrificed here for the sake of 
the idea. Recently, however, the play- 
goers from the central quarters of the 
city began to patronize the branch 
establishment, too. 

“An interesting outgrowth of the 
school of the little theater is the Studio 
of the Little Theater, where a body of 
young and talented actors are adapting 
the art traditions of the past to the 
rhythm of modern life, justly gaining 
the reputation of an advanced revolu- 
tionary theater.” 


SANTA CLARA PLAYERS 
ONE OF OLDEST GROUPS 
The Santa Clara Players, a dramatic 


group of Santa Clara University, Santa 
Clara (Calif 


Claims the distinction of 
being the dean of the little theaters, 
which seems well founded One of ite 
earliest plays, Jutius Brutus, translated 


from the Italian, was presented July 8. 
1855 Frank W. Macondray and A. Spli- 
valo, famed San Franciscans of a past 
generation, were featured players. In 
June. 1862, The Merchant of Venice was 
produced, with Bernard D. Murphy, later 
a political power and financier, in the 
role of Shylock In 1863 they put on 
Hamiet, featuring Delphin M Delmas 
who later gained fame as attorney for 
Harry K. Thaw in his memorable trial. 
In 1901 Clay M. Greene's Passion Piay, 
probably the outetanding effort of this 
group from the standpoint of gorgeous 
pageantry and deep significance, was 


given its first production. The Passion 
Play was written by Greene at the re. 
quest of Father Robert E. Kenna, who 
wanted a play that would express the 
spirit of Santa Clara. This play was 
repeated in 1903 and again in 1907. 

Original dramas by Santa Clara gradu. 
ates have been presented from time to 
time by this group, notably Light 
Eternal, by Martin V. Merle, later dra- 
matic director of the University; Henry 
Garnett and Bethichem, by the Rev. p. 
J. Kavanaugh, and Santiago and Con. 
stantine, by Charles D. South. Constan. 
time, produced tn 1908, included Edmund 
Lowe, now prominent in motion pic- 
ures. 


In 1927 women were permitted, for 
the first time, to appear on the Sarta 
Clara University stage, girls from Cat). 
olic schools enacting roles in The Taming 
of the Shrew. Women's roles theretofore 
had been enacted by men. Other notable 
Shakespearean productions were Henry 
IV and Julius Caesar. 


The Diamond Jubilee of the Uni- 
versity, 1926, was celebrated by another 
play of Clay M. Greene, The Weaver of 
Tarsus, a dramatic presentation of the 
life of St. Paul. 


The Passion Play wag revived in 1923 
and the officials and students of the 
university thereupon voted to repeat it 
every five years. Its most recent produc. 
tion, directed by Edward Preston Mur- 
phy, in which 135 students appeared in 
its seven scenes, was a notable success. 
Altho this play comes now but once 
every five years, each scholastic year 
sees its dramatic triumphs. A dramatic 
art contest is held each fall, in which 
prizes are awarded for poise, diction and 
dramatic ability, the winners appearing 
in plays later in the year. 

The names of some of the foremost 
political leaders of California and of men 
famous in the present and the preceding 
generation are bound up in the history 
of this Santa Clara group. which is as 
old as the university itself. 


NEWARKE'S LITTLE

The membership of the Newark Motion 
Picture Guild is now nearly 1,000 and is 
under the direction of a governing board 
composed of Frederick L. Monihan, 
George W. Scott, Viola L. Scott, Herman 
B. Walker and Stuart I. Whitmarsh.

Roland 
Wilkinson, of Dallas, has been chosen 
director of the Beaumont Little Theater, 
to succeed Peter Ames Vincent, who had 
been dividing his time between the 
Galveston and Beaumont little theaters. 
The first production of the season, 
scheduled for this month, is The Mollusc. 


The Little Theater of Prankfort, Kan. 
under the direction of Dwight Alverson. 
will open its second season in October 
with a production of The Torchbearers 
by George Kelly.

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There's a man in New York who would 
say, 1f you mentioned my name to him, 
“Janice Longley? “Hiagm’t somebody killed 
that girl yet? “ByeG@eerge! I knew I 
should have doné it when I had the 
chance!” That sort of thing-—-which is 
really mo way for your former stage 
manager to think of you. How prefer- 
able it would be if Doc Wells would sigh 
and say, “Ah, yes. Good old Janice! 
Those were indeed the days!” 

But then, I never did have any decent 
Inck. At the outset of my “theatrical 
career” (hasn't that a pretty sound?) 
something happened which should have 
showed me plainly enough that God and 
the Fates were not in back of the 
project. It was about 10 o'clock one 
night in Nec Wayburn’s studio, where I 
studied fully three months. and about 
150 of us were to show the great man 
himself both new steps we had picked 
up in the last six weeks. He lolied in 
the only comfortable chair in the place, 
eating a cigar, looking rather bored, on 
the whcle. I had seeh probably 75 fel- 
low students do a time-step and a break, 
and great waves of easy confidence were 
welling up in me like fumes when my 
turn came. Just as I stepped from the 
ranks and prepared to go into @ song 
and dance that was going to make old 
Ned slap a life sentence contract on the 
floor, dear little Ann Pennington ap- 
peared in the doorway leading from the 
private office into the studio. Well, 
need I mention Ann's feet, and the 
things she can do with them? My own 
personal pedal extremities might as well 
have been a couple of twin submarines, 
as far as time-steps went. 


“Out of the 24 hours there are in 
every day you would naturally pick this 
particular minute to enter,” I said, with 
pretty simplicity. when I might better 
have been bucking and winging the 
varnish off the floor. “Go ahead.” she 
answered. “don’t mind me—I'm cnly an- 
other one of us hoofers!" or some such 
idiotic remark. “What the hell!” broke 
in Wayburn. “Let's get on with this 
tryout. I haven't got all night.” “Well, 
go On. I'm not stopping you,” I said 
patientiy, and walked out. Left them 
flat, if you see. Right then I should 
bave taken up salesmanship. I had too 
many finer sensibilities. I couldn't bear 
to bore Ann Pennington. 


But getting back to this Doc Wells 
person who had murderous proclivities 
anent myself. He used to be Ned Way- 
burn’s stage manager when the latter 
was at the Follies, and by the time I 
entered his life he was connected with 
Allen Foster in the same capacity. Foster 
was training a troupe of dancers for the 
New York Hippodrome, of which I be- 
came one. Just one—no more, no less. 


Now I've heard a lot about something 
called “art for art's sake.” The only sort 
of art I saw was the kind that’s for 
plain old money's sake. I've also heard 
the “glamour of the theater” mentioned 
Occasionally. I would call that hoole if 
hoole were not such an ordinary word. 
Glamour! I have to laugh; I really do. 
Show me the glamour in working 18 
hours a day and I will shut up. but 
until you can furnish the blue prints 
Proving your contention. I will probably 
g9 on chuckling. only there'll be bitter- 
ness in my mirth. Edison (Thomas 
Alva) is the only human being extant 
that I know of who grows bright-eyed 
and palpitant over all work and no piay. 

ho Edison—not even kin to him by 
& great-aunt, 

For one entire season I brightened 
the Hippodrome and environs with my 
sunny little temperament from 9:30 a.m. 
until somewhere around 2:30 of the next 
&m. The reason I am indefinite about 
the hour of quitting is because I was 
usually only half conscious from mid- 
night on. One of the reasons Doc Wells 
Wishes he had committed a nice clean 
mhiurder with me in the leading feminine 
role is due to a habit I had of waxing 
ironical around quitting time. When we 
would finally be dismissed by Foster with 
the admonition to “go strai¢ht home, 
girls, and sleep well, we have a general 
rehearsal tomorrow,” I used to say, “Oh, 
let's don't go home! Why can't we re- 
hearse some more? It's only 2 o'clock 
8nd we didn't eet here till 9:30 yesterday 
morning!" Weil, the girls liked ft, any- 
way. They thought it was awfully nice 
of me. but you can't expect a mere stage 
manager to have any real sense of humor. 
Perhaps I am a little unjust about Fos- 
ter and Wells, becausr after all, they did 
give Us & morning off that season, but 
it WAS sO rare and precious we couldn't 
decide whether to use it for sleep or to 
€0 Out to Bronx Zoo, so we just slept 
*nd it didn't do us any lasting good like 
going to the goo would have 

The Hippodrome is a vaudeville house 
how, and with the acts we

rehearsed. Our dances were changed 
every week, which accounts for the con- 
tinued rehearsals. The mornings were 
used to .earn new routines for the com- 
ing week, the afternoons for the cur- 
rent bill, the hours from 5 to 7 o'clock 
we spent fitting our next week's cos- 
tumes, the evening for the second per- 
formance of the day, and from 11:30 on 
we just rehearsed some more. Oh, it 
wes all very glamorous. I'm stil] daz- 
Zled over it. 


My usual luck was running true to 
form at our Opening performance. 
Breitbart, the strong man from Poland, 
was on the bill. He had a lot of queer 
props, but the queerest was a merry-go- 
round. Imagine carrying one of those 


‘things all over the country along with 


your hat boxes and the bird cage! Oh, 
well, he didn’t seem to mind it. There 
were eight seats on it, and it was ar- 
ranged that some of our girls were to 
ride the thing. At other houses where 
there were no girls he would invit any 
eight little children from the audience. 
I understand they quite mobbed him 
T can't see why, because I, personally, 
never rode the thing without having the 
most unpleasant sensations concerning 
what we were doing to his digestive or- 
ganism. You see, he was underneath 
with the outfit resting on his tummy, 
proving beyond all peradventure what a 
really marvelous thing a muscle is. 


We had had no rehearsal with him be- 
fore the performance, sc all we eight 
girls could do was stand in the wings 
and wait for the dainty red merry-go- 
round to be produced. When it looked 
propitious to make an cntry, we were 
going to do it. Not before. I was to lead 
them out. His trusty attendants, who 
were also Poles, worried around trying 
to get the thing on its stilts while B. 
stood about in a leopaid skin bending 
fron bars into figure eights. Finally 
after copious perspiring and no little 
Polish cursing, sotto voce, all was ready 
epparently and I turned to the girls 
in bagk of me and said, “Well, men, let's 
gO over the top! Kill yourself a Pole 
or two'” and tripped happily out into 
view of 6,500 spectators hoping to look 
as if riding a merry-go-round on a gen- 
tleman's solar plexus—or stomach, if you 
prefer “stark” realism—was but one of 
the many things I do well. I had my 
iron horse picked out and was headed 
for it when Breitbart, who was still 
standing up swelling his muscles, 
changed his mind about everything. 
Business of artistic temperament, you 
know. He was going to hold only seven 
of us on his stomach, and I was the 
one who was not going to ride horses that 
day. I didn’t mind particularly. I had 
led my men into the fray and I would 
have been glad enough to leave it with 
them because merry-go-rounds never did 
appeal to me much anyway, and if he 
had said quietly and calmly, “I am not 
up to my usual standard today. Seven 
ie the limit. Kindly put yourself into 
the wings.” I would have bowed cere- 
moniously and exited. 

But that isn’t the way he handled 
the situation. He made wild gestures 
at me and mumbled Polish, which they 


don't teach in American schools, for 
some reason. How could I know what 
he meant? My instructions had simply 


been to storm out from the wings. wear- 
ing an expectant expression, ride the 
darn thing until Poland's pride and joy 
had enough, and then storm off again. 
Sounded simple, but was in reality quite 
complicated when you take into consider- 
ation the Slavic temperament. It all de- 
volved into a battle of brawn against 
brain (that was me, the brain part) 
and brawn won, naturally. Sometimes I 
wish I had more brawn and less brain. 
My brain just tires my head mostly. 

Well, anyway, discretion seeming about 
all that was left to valor, I gave the 
audience a look which said, “You see for 
yourrelf how it is. I'm ready, willing 
and eager to ride a few simple merry-co- 
rounds, but what can & pore girrull do 
with an angry Pole?” and with that I 
made Q nonstop flicht into the wings. 
Doc Wells had remarks to make about 
the episode, but I closed the subject 
rather neatly by saying: “I dare you to 
ret on that wing if he has other plans 
for youl” That!—at my first public ap- 
pearance on any stage. 

It turned out to be quite a day for 
me. At the evening performance we 
were standing in the wings waiting for 
our Introduction music. By my right 
shoulder stood one of those pretty 70- 
pound tron lamps used backstage to ob- 
tain lighting effects. Just as our first 


— 


note sounded, down the treacherous 
thing slid on its rod, landing in all! its 
glory on imy shoulder. I howled lustily 
just once and then, biting the lip with 
true heroism, out I went. Well, 1 
danced, but I won't say that I gave 
an inspired performance. The brine 
mingled with the mascara on my beaded 
eyelashes, making black rivers down my 
cheeks. The audience probably thought 
I was the comedy relief, but if you 
want to know how funny I felt I'll tell 
you how to find out. Stand by while 
some enterprising soul dumps 70 
pounds, or 540, of almost anything on 
your shoulder. After they pass the 50- 
pound mark they can go on indefinitely. 
You'll never know the difference. You 
needn't confine yourself to iron, neces- 
Sarily, either. Bricks will serve admir- 
ably. By the time you have tried that 
twice you'll know I felt just about as 
comic as a crutch. 


Later on in the season Albertina Rasch 
brought one of her troupes of ballet 
Gancers to the Hippodrome and we got 
thelr routine and were to do it with 
them. This particular troupe was Miss 
Rasch’s first and, like the Hippodrome 
Dancers, consisted of 16, making a total 
of 32 girls to do the routine. Recently 
et the Palace Theater, Dallas, one of 
Miss Rasch’s troupes appeared in the 
Publix performance. There are several 
organized troupes of dancers playing in 
the United States today, among which 
are the Gertrude Hoffmann Dancers, the 
Marion Morgan Ballet, the Tiller Girls, 
these last being trained in England by 
John Tiller, who was the originator of 
line dancers. These troupes must not 
be confused with chorus girls, whose 
main function in any show is to wear 
many and varied costumes of startling 
brevity and to sing in high, unmusical 
voices the popular hits of the revue and 
to dance rather too indifferently well a 
mumber of elemental routines being 
taught by all dancing teachers in Des 
Moines and points west. 


As anybody knows, the Rasch Danvers 
in their ballet mumbers invariably wear 
the conventional long tarlatan skirt of 
the now extinct Russian Imperial Ballet, 
but we of the Hippodrome were fitted 
in short, stiff tarlatan skirts, faintly 
reminiscent of Pierrette, and further- 
more, so fearful were Foster and Wells 
that two or three people out front 
woulé mistake us for Miss Rasch's 
dancers that they had the costumer 
“ffix satin bows down the front of our 
dresses. Usual professional jealousy. 
Said I to Doc Wells after trying mine 
on: “Mr. Wells, you and Mr. Foster are 
taking an awful chance in this number. 
My suggestion would be to have a large 
H embroidered on the front of these 
dresses and im case the halfwits out 
front don’t get the significance of that 
initial we might have a streamer from 
the left arm emblazoned with ‘Wells’ 
and one from the right with ‘Foster’. 
It’s going to be pretty terrible if we 
16 girls don’t get half the credit ‘or 
that number, you know!” Said he in 
reply: “If you don’t look out you won't 
need to worry long over costumes cor 
credit or even pay envelopes!” It is 
probably unnecessary for me to draw a 
picture illustrating what he meant. 
Considering that he had been making 
dire threats of this kind since my first 
week with the troupe, I was somewhat 
accustomed to them and they had lost 
their force. 

Just before this ballet dance the fa- 
mous clown, Této—yes, he’s famous, all 
right, whether you ever heard of him 
Or not—he showed in Dallas quite re- 
cently—<did his act, the last part of 
which demanded iights out backstage, 
due to his peculiar lighting effects. I 
came down one night during his finale 
and, discerning in the darkness what 
looked like a trunk, I made for it to 
sit down and wait. My toe slippers were 
never comfortable except when they 
were reposing under my dressing table 
I could vaguely make out bunches of 
white blurs, which were the other 31 
dancers standing around whispering, 
waiting for the number, but that was 
all that could be seen. Well, I sat 
down on that trunk to give the gocd 
old feet a chance when an awful thing 
happened. Simply huffle! Some in- 
considerate idiot had left the lid open 
You think you know the rest, because 
probably you have been falling over 
backward into. trunks all your life. hut 
you never had anything like this happen 
to you. I know you didn’t. because 
you are not the world’s most unlucky 
human being. That's who I am and 
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there can’t be two of us, if I mav say 
60. I had been a “theatrical” person 
long enough to have learned thru valu- 
able, tho bitter, experience that during 
a@ performance one does not give verbal 
expression to his Misfortune. That is, 
not very verbal. A muttered curse now 
and then, perhaps, but never those loud 
lamentations so dear to the heart of 
man in distress. 

Mr. Foster had a quaint way 
forming us of extra rehearsals 
formances by inferring that while 
were i6 of the most ungrateful peo; 
in New York, still, after all, he 
cecided to let us do three glorious un- 
expected hours of dancing just because 
he couldn't help it if his heert 
as big as a barn door. We didn't 
Serve it, of course, but he was just 
weak when it came to doing people 
favors. Sort of soft like new laid mush, 
you know. He used these familiar 
tactics when he told us our services had 
been enlisted for an actors’ benefit per- 
formance to be held at midnight in the 
Manhattan Opera House. I recall that 
Louise, when she heard about it, iay 
down quietly on the floor of the stage, 
where we had been rehearsing. When 
he asked her the explanation cf such 
unprecedented behavior, she murmured, 
“I'm just overcome, that’s all. You've 
overwhelmed me with your goodness. I 
knew you would, sooner or later.” I 
thought I'd get my notice; I quite did. 
They were used to insubordination from 
me, but they wouldn't suffer an epi- 
demic of it and it looked like there 
was one in the offing. Well, I guess 
they were too busy to write out the 
notice, because I didn’t get it. 

Jeanne Eagles was giving her services 
that night. She was to do her famous 
Scene with the Rev. Davidson from the 
lay Rain. I adore the woman's voice. 
t makes my spine so hice and chilly. 
if you saw her in Rain you know what 
1 mean. I introduced myself to her, 
too, but she didn’t seem stunned about 
it somehow. 

We were a bit hazy about our particu- 
lar performance. We knew Myr. Lopez 
was to play several numbers before ours. 
We were sure about this. The only 
thing we didn’t know was how many, so 
we stood in the wings waiting for 
sounds we hoped were going to be fa- 
miliar. We never did hear anything ‘e- 
motely resembling our music, so after a 
consultation we decided to crash on cut 
and let nature take its course. The 
Hotel Ambassador Orchestra missed a 
beat when we hove imto the offing and 
Mr. Lopez looked as if he had swallowed 
a walnut, but there were & lot of peo- 
ple out front and he was practically 

elpless, you might say. We did our 
reutine splendidly; all in perfect rhythm; 
mo one missed a step. The only thing 
was it didn’t fit the music, which ended 
some 15 minutes before our dance did. 
We regretted this, of course, but after 
all, you can’t have anything, and we 
felt that Mr. Lopeg had done very 
nicely under the circumstances. We 
told him so after the show, and he said 
he was glad we took such a charitable 
view of it because there were some peo- 
ple who wouldn't have been so decent 
about it all. But I wish you could have 
heard Foster and Wells. They were per-

fect! “After all I've done for you,” said 
Mr. Foster, versing On tears, “to make 
such a fool out of me!” “You!” I ex- 
claimed, “you weren't up there dancing 
without any music while 3,000 people 
snickered.

The chorus is a proper door thru which 
to approach musical comedy work.

Each 
year more managers are looking for ma- 
terial for their casts out of the chorus 
rather than from amateurs 

The Sam H. Harris office has preferred 
charges against Cleo Cullen for failure 
to live up to a contract signed with them 
two months prior to the opening date.

We have enforced the clause many times 
——to the advantage of our members. We 
must also enforce it when they break it. 


Most chorus people are newcomers in 
the profession. If you expect to stay, 
familiarize yourself with everything that 
touches it-—that is the intelligent way to 
approach your work. 

There seems to be very few of our 
members who have any idea what the 
Actors’ Pund is. It is a charity, purely 
for the benefit of men and women of the 
theater—your charity. 


The dues in the Actors’ Pund are only 
$2 a year. It does an immeasurable 
amount of good. Not a week gocs by 
that the Chorus Equity does not send 
some unfortunate member to the Pund 
for its help. The Fund is always in a 
bad condition financially, because of the 
lack of support of the people it is de- 
signed to help. 


Only last week a group of girls refused 
to give a few hours of their time for a 
picture for the benefit of the Pund. This 
despite the fact that a group of mu- 
sicilans, who do not benefit thru the 
Pund, had given their time.

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ALLYHOOING, the ancient art 
that for long has been despised and 
frowned upon by the higher forms 
of dramatic endeavor, gradually is com- 
ing into its own even in the best society, 

No less than Max Reinhardt will 
resort to it in connection with the pro~ 
posed New York theater bearing his 
name. 

The facade of this playhouse will 
utilize black glass as a background for 
metal fire escapes and tiers of electria 
signs, and there will be other striking 
architectural embellishments to attract 
attention,

with the idea of arresting the eye. 

This use of electric lights is far from 
being new, but so far the ballyhoo of 
the glittering globes has far exceeded 
their artistic beauty. 

Now, however, architects are trying 
to bring about a more pleasing com- 
bination of the two. 

But the beauty must never submerge 
the ballyhoo, because without ballyhoo 
of one kind or another the theater—or 
any kindred enterprise-—will lose its 


greatest propagating force. 

A surest barometers of audience ap- 
proval, but a large percentage of 

theatergoers simply would not enjoy it- 

self fully without doing plenty of hand- 

clapping, 


PPLAUSE not only is one of the 


The clapping, of course, must be in- 
Spired by the nature and strength of the 
performance, and this inspiration seldom 


is evoked, except in a negligible degree 


now and then, unless the performance is 
given in the flesh. 

It’s the personal magnetism that does 
t. 

Talking pictures will be more success- 
ful than their silent sisters as far as 
arousing the audience into audible cn- 
thusiasm is concerned. 

Just what effect this will eventually have 
with respect to the success of the talkies 
is a matter of speculation at present, but 
the safest bet is that it will add to the 
deadly dullness of canned talking drama, 
and finally drive people to the real thing. 


ORLD’S FAIRS are a thing of 

the past, according to an editoria! 

writer in The Wausau Daily 
Record-Herald, of Wausau, Wis., who 
argues, in part, as follows: 

Years ago, before newspapers and 
Magazines were so thoroly fllustrated, 
before moving pictures, and before the 
radio, a world's fair was an educational! 
and an instructive event. Exhibits 
from far away countries were interest- 
ing, because they were strange. Peo- 
ple from distant lands were a part of 


the fair, and local people went to see 
them. 

But now, with the moving picture 
and the newspaper artist photographer 
delving into every heretofore hidden 
corner of the world, with Americans 
spending millions of dollars every year 
in foreign travel, there is little that 
would be exhibited at a world’s fair 
that would be new or entertaining. 


What the writer of the foregoing state- 
ments does not take into account is 
the fact that there is a vast difference 
between reading a story or seeing a pic- 
ture of an interesting or a strange ob- 
ject and looking at that object face to 
face. 

A motion picture of John Barrymore 
may fill a theater for a week, but John 
Barrymore in person would pack the 
house to the rafters for two or three 
weeks, 

The fate of the Sesquicentennial is 
not a reasonable criterion for gauging 
public interest in expositions. 

Mismanagement, misdirection and 
crooked politics alone were responsible 
for the tragic failure of that venture. 

On the other hand, such efficiently

directed enterprises as the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition, the biggest annual 
world’s fair in existence; the State 
Fair of Texas, largest in the United 
States; the Minnesota State Fair, the 
winter fair in Tampa, and hundreds of 
other fair events that draw a larger 
attendance each succeeding year, is suf- 
ficient proof that the fair is strengthen- 
ing rather than losing its hold on the 
public. 


OVIE CRITICS and other writers 
M on film subjects for the news- 

papers have been surprisingly out- 
spoken in their comments on the talk- 
img screen. 

The surprising part of it lies in the 
fact that they have roasted the talkies 
in a very severe manner. 

While the criticisms in these cases 
may have been warranted, there was 
just as much or more ground, in by- 
gone days, for equally vitriolic con- 
demnation of c me silent films — but 
seldom was a genuinely critical attitude 
adopted in those days. 

Just what the movie critics have 
against the sound pictures is a question 
that anyone may figure out for himself,

A pair of comely brunets In an all- 
classical warbling layout. The girls are 
rigged out in Jenny Lind paraphernalia 
and they present a pleasing appearance. 
The looks and the correct gesticulations 
and carriage are there, but not the sing- 
ing. This deuce-spot affair took a flop 
here, and it’s more than a guess that 
this will be reciprocated in any vaude- 
film house. The girls are handicapped, 
not only by a frightfully poor choice of 
material for vaudeville, but, even with 
the somnolent routine in hand, they fall 
to do justice to ite classical attributes

The California Rodeo Situation 


By TEX SHERMAN 


The Rodeo Educational Association of 
Ca'ifornia held its final meeting at the 
Manufacturing Club, Union Stock Yards, 
Los Angeles, August 29, when officers 
were elected, with J. McNaughton, gen- 
eral manager and vice-president of the 
Los Angeles Union Stock Yards Company, 
as chairman, Telegrams and letters were 
received from all parts of California, in 
which the senders promised to get be- 
hind the fight 100 per cent. There will 
be practically two headquarters for the 
big fight, one for the group from the 
northern part of California, and the 
other for the one in the southern end 

No doubt the entire rodeo world will 
have its eyes on California, awaiting re- 
sults in the first real fight the rodeo 
world has had to contend with. 

Perhaps many rodeo promoters who 
are not affected by the pending legis- 
lation do not realize the fight the Cali- 
fornia promoters have to contend with. 
Both parties have been secretly planning 
to whip things into shape and in a few 
days California will be on the way to 
retain or abolish the rodeo as a sport. 

Many big organizations are getting bee 
hind the rodeo promoters, such as the 
American Legion, the Native Sons and 
Daughters of America and the Cattle- 
men’s Association. More than 50 prom!- 
nent business men and women in Los 
Angeles have promised to attend al! gath- 
erings to let the people of California 
know what they are up against, as the 
average citizen does not realize that the 
rodeo today is the only exhibition of 
Western sport that is a monument to the 
hardy pioneers who blazed the way to 


California. On the streets, in stores 
and in other business houses the Hu- 
mane Society has agents collecting money 
to carry on the fight to abolish the 
rodeo. Citizens are asked to sign a peti- 
tion and to vote against the rodeo at 
the coming election. Humane Society 
members realize they have their backs 
to the wall, and are resorting to all 
methods to win the fight. 

An instance showing one of the many 
schemes to collect money to fight the 
bill.in Burbank, the home of a cowboy 
and his wife, who are well known in the 
rodeo game. A woman agent of the 
society called and asked for a cash con- 
tribution. The husband came in about 
that time and asked his wife what she 
was signing, and given an answer, he 
said: “Let me read what we are sign- 
ing.” The top part of the petition was 
in large print telling what the money 
would be used for, giving the idea that 
it would be used to carry on the work 
of relieving the animal of great suffering 
and privation. The getup of the petition 
would fool the average donor, but at 
the bottom, in very smal! type, it said 
that the donor was giving this money 
to help fight the rodeo bill, which comes 
up at Sacramento in November, and 
should the bill pass then California will 
see the finish of the rodeo. 

Moving picture companies will be hard 
hit by the bill, which will mean that all 
“Westerns” will have to be made outside 
of the State. Rum: r has it. the Humane 
Society will attempt to have all “West- 
erns” censored, and that no picture will 
be permitted where cowboys wear spurs, 
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none riding bucking horses, no bulldog- 
ging or roping of any animal, branding 
of. stock and other scenes that go to 


make a real Western picture. : 

At the meeting it was resolved that 
the promoters of California will not a 
the promoters from other States to con- 
tribute to the cause financially or othe 
wise, for they feel they are able to han 
dle the situation at home. 

Rodeo promoters of other States should 
be prepared for the next move of the 


in such States. If the society wins the 
fight here, it Means that Pendleton and 
others in the State of Oregon and in 
Utah will be on the list next to go into 
the discard.

The ordinance provides that an amuse- 
ment park must secure written permis- 
sion from a majority of the property 
owners within half a mile of the location 
before a license may be issued. The 
park has been fought by Louis G. Palmer, 
realtor and owner of near-by properties.

Miller & Rose Plan 
New Park for Toledo 


MILWAUKEE, Sept. 8-—Negotiations 
have. been completed for the establish- 
ing of a modern amusement park four and 
one-half miles outside the business cen- 
ter of Toledo, O., according to Manazer 
C. 8. Rose, of Fair Park here, wpon ais 
return from the Buckeye city. 

Approximately $500,000 will be invested 
in this enterprise, which is to be spon- 
sored by Miller & Rose, operators and 
bullders of park rides. The deal involves 
the purchase of 18 acres of ideally situ- 
ated park land on the main highway out 
of Toledo.

No stock is to be 
sold in either of the two companies 
Everything is set for launching the 
project as soon as the present park sea- 
eon comes to a close the latter part of 
September. Manager C. S. Rose will go 
to Toledo to personally supervise the 
construction of the new park

of the Toledo resort are Boardwalk Park. 
Hammond, Ind; Pair Park, Milwaukee, 
and Ocean View, Jacksonville, Fla. Parks 
in which they operate rides are Exige- 
water, Detroit: Riverview, Indianapolis; 
State Pair, Nashville, Tenn; White City. 
Chicago, and Cleveland.

On Murphy Shows 


A series of unusual accidents punctu- 
ated the run of the D. D. Murphy Shows 
from the Richmond (Ind.) Fair to Vin- 
cennes last Sunday. While the train was 
lying on a 25-foot viaduct outside of 
Bicknell, Ill., just after dusk, Robert 
(Red) Clark, foreman of the “fun on 
the farm” funhouse, who had been asleep 
on one of the flats, awoke and thinking 
that the train was lying on the railroad 
roadbed, swung over the side of the flat 
and tumbled 25 feet to the bed of the 
He was rescued without delay 
and brought to the stateroom of Train- 
master Haney, where first aid was ad- 
ministered. 

Upon the arrival of the train at Vin- 
cennes his injuries were treated and were 
found to be no more serious than a 
sprained ankle and a badly bruised and 
lacerated head and body. His escape 
from death was but little short of mirac- 
ulous. 

About 10 minutes after he had been 
placed aboard, and whiie the train was 
progressing at about 25 miles an hour, 
screams were heard. Everyone attributed 
them to children playing in some coun- 
try town thru which the train was pass- 
ing. Investigation revealed Dorothy 
Thomas, sister of “Tommy” Thomas, 
manager of the freak animal show, was 
missing. A motor handcar was dis- 
patched back over the track from Vin- 
cennes for a distance of 25 miles, but no 
trace of the missing girl was found. In 
the meantime, suffering from a broken 
ankle, the girl, who had been visiting 
her brother for a fortnight, dragged her- 
self thru a plowed field to the high- 
way and signaled a motorist who was 
headed for Vincennes. He placed the 
girl, who had again fainted, in his car, 
brought her to Vincennes, waited 15 
minutes until she had recovered suffi- 
ciently to tell who she was, and took her 
to the show sleepers. 

While Dr. Kurtner, surgeon, was at- 
tending her, word was brought to him 
that Thomas Lyons, of Hector’s Monkey 
Circus, was seriously ill in one of the 
berth cars. An examination revealed 
that the young man, whose home is in 
Los Angeles. was suffering from acute 
appendicitis. He was rushed to the 
County Hospital and Monday morning 
underwent a successful operation. He 
is recovering nicely, but will probably be 
confined to the hospital three weeks. 

Fifteen minutes after the ambulance 
had taken young Lyons to the hospital 
Joe Petrilla, a waiter in Cafe LaReouche, 
stepped inte « hole alongside a railroad 
track and sprained his right ankle. 
After that, everybody went to bed.

Good Showmanship 


(LEW HECK, Cincinnati Times-Star) 


Good showmanship is nothing more 
than & genius for advertising yourself 
or what you wish to sell in a manner 
that will appeal to the largest number 
of the sort of patrons you wish to 
trade with. The late Col. I M. Mar- 
tin, who conducted Chester Park, was 
that sort of genius. Even in disaster 
he was a showman. Once a great fire 
Swept his park and its merry-making 
gear. His rivals in the summer amuse- 
ment park business thought he surely 
was @ gone goose for the time being. 
Openly they condoled with Martin 
hut secretly they looked forward to get- 
ting as their very own some of the 
multitudinous patronage that was Mar- 
tin’s. And then what happened? Martin, 
the born showman, looked calmly at his 
fire ruins and decided they were ad- 
vertisable. 


He advertised the fire ruins in great 
type in the newspapers. The sort of 
type newspaper editors select when a 
war is declared or a Lindbergh lands 
safely in France. His message to the 
people was to come out to Chester Park 
end see the fire ruins. Martin. being 
a born showman, knew people and he 
knew that they were, after all, only 
grown-up children with a great deal of 
child instinct left in them. I was one 
of the group of the grown-up children 
who were greatly impressed by Ike Mar- 
tin’s invitation, written by his press 
agent, Mr. Rudolph Benson, to come ous 
and see the Cevastation wrought by the 
fire. AS a newspaper reporter, I had 
stood on many flaming fronts in the 
business of chronicling “ten-blow” fires, 
and there should have been no attrac- 
tion for me in viewing the remains of 
any fire. But the big used in 
the advertisement did the trick. I found 
% great crowd at Chester viewing the 
ruins with greedy interest. You might 
have thought it was the first fire Cin- 
cinnati had experienced, so intense was 
the Interest displayed. Of course, there 
were things left untouched by the fire 
and ail of us spent our money using 
them and feeling glad that the fire 
demon hed spared something-—even the 
Inke. Withal, that “come see the fire 
ruins” advertisement issued in the news- 
papers by Martin was a stroke of real 
showmanship. And even more. It was 


converting disaster into dollars. People b 


who came and saw talked about the 
highly advertised ruins and thus ied 
others to come. And so on untii the 
rebuilders had everything park shape 
again. 

A few days ago I met on the street 
a man who. a few years ago, was a 
shy and lonely foreign-born newcomer 
in Cincinnati. Now he can laugh at 
his former desolation. He is an Amer- 
jean citizen and prosperous and happy 
and thoroly a valuable member of the 
community. 

“And what has become of that great 
man, George Forepaugh Fish?" asked my 
friend with sudden seriousness. Now I 
had not at any time viewed Mr. George 
Forepaugh Fish as a great man. I knew 
bim as the manager of the Forepaugh 
Stock Company years ago, and later as 
the very successful manager of a 10- 
20-39-cent vaudeville enterprise in the 
Empress Theater on Vine street. His 
patrons then were the sort of poor folk 
who can afford only 10 cents, 20 cents 
Or 30 cents as the price of a theater seat. 
I was eager, of course, to learn why 
George Forepaugh Fish was enrolled 
among the great, It seems that he was 
the very firet In Cincinnati to seize 
this poor, lonely and frightened foreigner 


by the hand and greet him with the 
enthusiasm such as might be extended 
by one long-lost brother to another 
long-lost brother. 


“My sweetheart, who was also foreign 
and afraid, and is now my wife and be- 
longs to a mothers’ club and the Re- 
publican party and can make a speech 
anywhere, was with me when I walked 
into the Empress lobby and bought two 
20-cent seats,” explained my friend al- 
most breathlessly. “And so, as we went 
to the door to go in, George Forepaugh 
Fish stepped out and smiled and took 
off his hat to my wife, just as if she 
were an American lady, and then he took 
my hand and said: ‘Glad to see you 
again. Hope you will like our show. 
If there is anything you don't like in 
the show be sure to tell me about it 
because I want my friends to be pleased.’ 


“He didn't know me, but I thought 
he thought he knew me and I let my 
Sweetheart think so, too. She was so 
happy, poor thing, to think that I, a 
foreigner, was already the friend of a 
great American man like the owner of 
the Empress. She was so proud of me 
that there were tears in her eyes for 
® long time after we had taken our 
chairs in the theater.” 


Well, of a sudden, as the man talked, 
it cccurred to me that I had seen George 
Forepaugh Fish frequently do _ this 
pouncing, hand-shaking stunt many 
times in his lobby while crowds were 
filing in. He would select various of 
his patrcns and pretend that he knew 
them and greet them most enthusiastic- 
ally, with hat off. On his hand-shaking 
hand he wore a gorgeous diamond ring. 
He wore his black mustache turned up 
in wax at the ends, and always, in his 
left hand or beneath the mustache, was 
& great cigar girt by a most opulent 
band. He was always a most impressive 
and friendly figure as he stood in his 
lobby.

Christy Has Strenuous 
Time in Crossing Desert 


PHOENTX, Ariz., Sept. 8—The Christy 
Bros.’ Circus arrived here Wednesday 12 
hours ahead of time after a strenuous 
time in crossing the desert from Las 
Vegas, Nev. The cireus was in Las Vegas 
on Labor Day, where it gave two shows 
to good business. There was a jump 
of 243 miles from Milford, Utah, the 
Sunday stand, and the show train ar- 
rived about 9 o'clock. There was no 
street parade and the two shows started 
on time. 

There was @ run of 181 miles across 
the desert to Barstow, which was billed 
for a matinee only. Tne heat was al- 
most unbearable, and the people as well 
as the animals suffered intensely. On 
arriving at Barstow it was decided not 
to erect the tents and the show was not 
unloaded. A stop was made here to feed 
and water the stock and the flats with 
the animal cages were run under the 
Sante Fe Railroad water tanks and all 
the animals given a thoro drenching. 
The cages and all of the cars were also 
drenched, as they were aS dry as tinder. 

There was a run out of Barstow of 
294 miles, to Wickensburg, Ariz., across 
the desert also, and it was the worst 
jump of the season. It was 110 in the 
shade in Barstow, and out on the desert 
there was not a breath of air, even with 
the train running. The train left at 
2:35 pm. and it was morning before 
*ickensburg was reached. The heat in 
the sleepers was insufferable, and as a 
respite most of the performers took 
blankets and sought relief on the flats 
under the wagons. It was the hottest 
day of the season at Wickensburg, ® 
little town right in the heart of the 
desert. The train was unloaded and the 
tents erecied, and then it was decided 
to give ne performance and the train 
was reloaced and left in the evening 
for Phoenix, which was reached soon 
after midnight. The train was unloaded 
as soon as it arrived to protect the stock, 
and city sprinkling carts were kept busy 
wetting down the sand show lot. Before 
leaving Wickensburg the animals were 
given another bath and ice was placed 
in the bear cages. The show paraded 
here for the first time in a week. 


Jos. W. Diehl Returns

NEW YORK. Sept. 8—Joseph W. 
Diehl, former president of the Pacific 
Coast Showmen’s Association, arrived in 
Manhattali today from a six weeks’ 
European tour, and after inspecting 
Playland, Rre Beach, entrained for Chi- 
cago and from there will return to Los 
Angeles, via New Orleans, in order to 
look the parks over en route. 

Diehl, who is a pioneer concéssion- 
aire of Venice and Ocean’ Park, spent 
a week in London, 10 days In Paris, then 
visited points of interest in Switzer- 
land and Italy; then proceeded to Ger- 
many, where he visited the exposition 
at Cologne, and attended the Circus 
Krone in Berlin and a small circus at 
Hable 

“American rides are popular in Eu- 
rope,” Diehl stated. “In Germany.” he 
continued, “our rides, concessions and 
merchandise are both popular and tn de- 
mand.” Diehl found Italy backward in 
its park operations. He brought back 
an interesting medical film and a nume- 
ber of souvenirs. 

Diehl stated what impressed him most 
on the trip was Independence Day cele- 
bration in Paris on July 15, which was 
similar to our Fourth of July. Carni- 
vals from all over the continent were 
assembled; booths of every description, 
including rides and shows, were 6cat- 
tered al! over the streets of Paris and 
were doing a land-office business.
